Negeri Sembilan, in the west of Peninsular Malaysia, is a small 
but interesting state with a rich culture and history. Translated 
literally as ‘nine states’, the state once consisted of nine districts, 


each ruled by a Malay chieftain. 


Negeri Sembilan is often identified with the pervasive influence 
of the Minangkabau culture, reflected in the upswept roofs 
reminiscent of buffalo horns. Many of its traditional houses 
and modern state buildings are fine examples of this 

distinctive architecture. A unique feature of the state is the 
Adat Perpatih, a matrilineal social system practised 
by the present-day descendants. 
This system is evident in clan 
and marriage customs, 
property ownership and 


dance forms. 


The state capital of Seremban, an hour’s 
drive from both Kuala Lumpur and the 
Kuala Lumpur International Airport (KLIA), 
is a flourishing urban centre with several 
historic and cultural landmarks. The State 
Museum and Cultural Handicraft Complex, 
State Mosque and the Lake Gardens are 


among Seremban's attractions. 
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The seaside resort of Port Dickson, washed by the gentle waters 
of the Straits of Malacca, is a popular destination for locals and 


foreigners alike. 


Venturing into the Minangkabau heartland, one finds 
picturesque villages and quaint towns, the highlight being 

the royal enclave of Sri Menanti, the site of Malaysia's largest 
traditional timber palace. Elsewhere in Negeri Sembilan, 
encounters with nature await the adventurous amidst its 


verdant rainforests, rivers and waterfalls.

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Sri Menanti 
Royal Museum 


Tucked amidst green hills 
50 km from Seremban, the 
charming royal town of 

Sri Menanti is the official 
residence of the State Ruler 
or Yang Di-Pertuan Besar 
as well as the site of the 


Sri Menanti Royal Museum. 


This former palace, converted 
into the Royal Museum in 
1992. is a classic showcase 

of Minangkabau architecture 
and design. Built at the turn 
of the century by two local 


craftsmen, the wooden 
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structure is an architectural 
wonder as no screws or nails 
were used in its construction. 
It incorporates 99 pillars, 
each soaring 65 feet, 
representing 99 warriors 


who served the palace.

The museum gives an insight 
into Lukut's golden era as the 
capital of the tin trade.

The 
resplendent attire of the 
women consist of an 
exquisitely embroidered 
headdress shaped like 

a buffalo horn and an 
elaborate velvet shoulder 
cover displaying intricate 
needlework. Men wear 

a jacket adorned with gold 
thread embroidery, woven 
samping or waist cloth and 


fashioned tanjak or headgear. 
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Sepak Kaga 

This traditional ball game 

is also known as sepak takraw. 

A ball made of woven strips 
of bamboo or rattan is kept 
aloft with any part of the body 
except the hands. The original 
lorm is sepak raga bulatan, where 
several players in a circle 
attempt to keep the ball up as 


long as possible. Sepak raga

cultural events, weddings 


or competitions. 











Pengkalan 
Kempas 
Historical 
Complex 


Situated 35 km from Port 
Dickson, this complex houses 
the tomb of a renowned 
missionary from Sumatra, 
Sheikh Ahmad Majnun, 
topped by a hollow stone with 


Arabic inscriptions. 


An interesting feature here is 


the mysterious stone megaliths, 


referred to as batu hidup or 
living rocks, believed by the 
villagers to grow or move on 


their own.

Participate in a homestay 
programme to experience the 
local lifestyle. Watch 
interesting cottage industries 
such as traditional 
sugar-making, handicraft 
weaving or learn the art 

of rubber-tapping. Try your

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Lata Kijan 
Waterfalls 


Lata Kijang, nestled within 
the Kenaboi Forest Reserve 
in Jelebu, is one of the highest 
single drop waterfalls in 
Malaysia. Situated deep in 
the jungle, it is accessible by 
four-wheel drive from the 


Jelebu main road. 


The two-hour trip through 
rugged terrain, traversing 
Orang Asli or aboriginal 
settlements and a plethora 

of wild plants, rewards visitors 
with the breathtaking sight 


of this waterfall. 





Within the forest reserve is 


Gunung Antu Besar, 

the highest peak in Negeri 
Sembilan at 1462 metres. 
Adventure-seekers can set out 
to explore the stunning Jeram 
derungut canyon. The diverse 
species of birds as well as the 
rare Raja Brooke Birdwing 
butterfly are other delightful 


attractions here. 
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For overnight trips, camping 


or homestays can be arranged. 


Jelebu is located about 49 km 


from Seremban. For jungle 
excursions or four-wheel drive 
expeditions, prior arrangements 
must be made through tour 
agencies or the state forestry 


department.

By Road 

Seremban is situated about 60 km south of Kuala Lumpur on the 
North-South Expressway and 40 km from the Kuala Lumpur 
International Airport (KLIA) in Sepang, Taxis, buses and car 

rental services are available from the airport to designated destinations 
in Negeri Sembilan. There are regular air-conditioned coach 

services from the main Puduraya Bus Terminal in Kuala Lumpur 


to Seremban. 


Port Dickson is located along the coastal road about an hour's drive 


from Seremban. 


By Rail 

The KTM Komuter operates daily train services from the KL Sentral 
Station in Kuala Lumpur to Seremban and the smaller towns of Nilai, 
Batang Benar, Labu and Tiroi at frequent intervals. ‘Travelling time to 


Seremban is approximately one hour.
